Public Works 

• Projects: 
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o The contractor for the LC-17 is at 70% poured on channel # 2 (behind homes), and they are 

grading the creek channel, installing topsoil on slopes, they have one more sewer lateral to 

install, and are starting on their punch list items. 

o Bids for the following projects were approved by the City Council on the 16th of July. We met 

with the contractors this week to sign contracts and issue start dates. 

▪ 2019-05 - Blacksmith Lane & Wagon Spoke Sewer/Water Main Replacement – starts 

next week. 

▪ 2019-06 - Evers at Seneca Sidewalk Extension Project – starts mid-August. 

▪ 2019-07 - Forest Meadow Drainage Improvements – Raymond Rimkus Park – second 

read before Council on August 6th. 

▪ 2019-08 - Leon Valley Street Maintenance Year 2 – starts mid-August. 

o The new generator to be installed at the Grass Hill well plant will take 16 weeks for arrival. 

o Staff is finalizing the designs for the custom art proposed for the bus shelters at the library and 

the park. 

o The Plumbing Code is being revised to exempt rain barrels that are not connected to the City’s 

water supply and are less than 400 gallons. 

o Bexar County Flood Control will be performing a mill & overlay of El Verde Road, once the 

LC-17 construction has been completed. They will also realign the drainage swales on the sides 

of El Verde Road so that proper drainage of the street is restored. Shortly after that, the City will 

install a replacement water main.  

o Preparing to enhance the crosswalk on Evers in front of the library. Thermoplastic signs will be 

placed in the street in both directions, rumble strips will be installed, and signage will be placed 

farther away from the crosswalk. The work will begin on August 23, 2019. 

o Shade structures for the large playground at Raymond Rimkus Park are expected to be installed 

by the end of August. 

o The Texas Water Development Board (TWDB) recently announced new grant opportunities that 

were passed at this past legislative session. Come November, voters will be asked to vote for or 

against a constitutional amendment to create a Flood Infrastructure Fund (FIF). This new fund 

would provide low-cost loans and grants for drainage, flood mitigation, and flood control 

projects. The money would come from the Economic Stabilization Fund (also known as the 

Rainy Day Fund). In addition, the TWDB will be creating a state flood plan, to be adopted in 

2024, and implementing two new funds – the aforementioned FIF and the Texas Infrastructure 

Resiliency Fund (TIRF). Staff was proposing to bring our flooding concerns to the City Council 

and asking that funding to mitigate Leon Valley flooding be placed on the ballot in November 

for citizen vote, but we are now advocating for waiting to see if the state wide measure is 

approved. If it is, we could qualify for these grants and low cost loans and maybe not have to 

solicit bonds or Certificates of Obligation. 

o Constructing pavilion and finishing walking path at The Ridge at Leon Valley Park – both will 

be complete by the end of next week. Benches will be installed around the pathway and the 

equipment, then trash/recycling containers will be delivered. 

o Repairing the walking path at Old Mill Park – the recycled millings are falling apart. Also 

installing trash/recycling kiosks. 

o Mowing in Mow Zone 2 (Bandera Rd area). 

o Street sweeping city-wide continues and roads are looking much better! A schedule is being 

developed, which will be posted on the website and on FaceBook, so that citizens will know 

when to remove vehicles from the street. 

o Held the Neighborhood Renewal Program on Saturday, July 27th, on Autumn Chase. The Crew 

removed a 40 yard dumpster full of trash, leaves, and other debris from the property. 

Approximately 15 volunteers from the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints supplied their 

man/woman power and good will to paint and generally spruce up the home. The homeowner 

was very grateful for their help, as she is disabled. 
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o Clearing out dead landscaping at City Hall and repairing sprinkler system. 

o Learning to work the new computer tablets and service request software system – this new 

technology will speed up our response time and make the Crews more accountable for 

completing service requests. 

• Training 

o The Maintenance Crew Leader is studying to become a Certified Playground Inspector and a 

Certified Pool Operator and will take the tests in the first week of August. 

o Crew member will be taking Pest Control classes in order to obtain the license. 

o New Crewmember will be studying for the herbicide class and testing as a part of the street
